Sauiu-'l D. liiddle of IVnnsylvauia, now one of 
the Keystone State’s most «-!ithusiastic racing vota- 
ri«*s. has issued tlie warning to lovers of eross- 
couutr.v racing tliat iiuless they liestir themselves 
and ilevelop some u--w stt-eideehase mati-rial there 
will Ik- a sliar|i deeline iu eross-eouiitry rai-ing next 
year and in the years to follow. 

Pat Dunne, imh- and lie.-irt.v, h.ns fieon in Ciiio.igo 
for the Jiast few days on his way from Kansas City 
to Kentncky. He left for liouisvilh- last night. 
He has l>iit two horw-s now. Itotli are at la-xiag- 
toii. They will not race until the fall meetings iu 
Kentucky. The two are OHie Martin, a four-year- 
old chestnut muideu by Kaiiiioekliurn — Helle, and 
Augustus, a three-year-olU black cult -by Transvaal — 
Augusta Victoria.

Whenever the Old “Jinx” Attaches Itself to a Stable 
Disaster Is Sure to Follow. 

Xew Y'ork. July 24. — It is inissilde, as a great 
iiiaiiy (Ksiple insist, that tliere is no siieli tiling us 
luck. Iiiit mention tin* suhjeet around a rn«*e track 
and sufficient proof will lie immediately forthcom- 
ing to oonvlnee tlie most skeptical. Luck is the 
guiding star of owners, trainers, jockeys and others 
identified with the turf and in a large measure it I 
extends to patrons of the sport. 

If a stalile meets with a scries of reverses, even 
tlioiigh its repn*sentntivps are l«*ing beaten by t¥*t- 
tcr horses, tlie fault Is attributable to a “Jinx” tliat 
has attached itself to tlie barn. The same line of 
reckoning applies to riders and to tlie speculator 
who dims not meet the cashier after an event Is 
decided. But it is this element of luck, or chance, 
or whatever you ma.v care to call it, that makes the 
siKirt so fascinating in all its branches. And success 
or failure, no matter what tlic cause may be, conics 
under the one head. 

Tlie element of chance is on the job the year 
roniul and at no time Is it more active than during 
the winter montlis, when owners and trainers are 
laying tlicir plans for n coming campaign. Then is 
when it gets in its most telling strokes. Stables 
tliat have gone into winter qnarters with a formid- 
able string of racers, suddenly find the “jinx” in 
tiicir midst, and thi*ir house of blocks goes tumbling 
down. 

Tlic late William T. YVhltncy nnee went into win- 
ter quarters with a string of racers valued nt 
$ 2 .'i 0 .()(M). Tlie “jinx” took up quarters in the Wliit- 
iioy stable and when the campaign opened the follow- 
ing spring, tliere wasn’t a horse in the barn capable 
of winning a race. 

A. K. Maeomiier of Talifornia is anotlier promi- 
nent turfman wlio lias seen tlie “evil eye.” Though 
he lias silent large sums of money to secure the liest 
horses obtainable, he has not won many of the 
imisirtant turf fixtures, although he finished at tlie 
top of tlie winning owners last year. He has tried 
tliree times to win the Kentucky Bi'rh.v without 
sncc«*ss. tliough upon cacli occasion his entry w:is 
coiisidcn*d tile best horse in flie race. Tills year 
there appears little doubt hut Ids amliitions would 
have lieen realiz<>d if a lienvy track had not ruined 
the •liames of War Tlond. 

Maj. August Belmont liad two horses last year in 
Ilonriess and Lneullite tliat promised great tilings. 
Hoiirless broke down last sjiring before he could In* 
rail'd, and Lucullite lias gone amiss several times 
wlieii alMiut ready for a enmpaigii. YVllfrid Y’iau, 
with two linrses like Omar Khayyam and Westy 
Hogan, has barely seen his colors in front this year, 
laitcr on tlie,v may rwlcem themselves, hut the fact 
remains tliat all sorts of things have linppen<*d to 
tliem wliich could be attributed to the “jinx.” 

SUN BRIAR AND PAPP VICTIMS. 

Willis Sliarpe Kilmer, who owns tlie star two 
year-old of last year, Sun Briar, has not won a race 
with liiin so far as a thn*e-year-old and Tongress- 
maii George W. Ijoft, owner of Papp, has hut two 
or three races to the oreillt of his stable, and Papp 
is yet to Im* heard from. George D. Widener had 
a promising colt in I.suiiiis. He had to Ik* turned 
out after winning one niee, an overnight handicap. 

James Butler, who broiiglit nn thlrty-thr<*e horses 
for spring training, has rediieed Ids string to alKiiit 
a doz<*n, and there are slim prospects of their iiay- 
ing stalili* expenses this year. Harry Payne Whlt- 
in*.v has had two or tlirei* gooil horses tills year, hut 
aecordiiig to custom he has sold some of tliem, one 
of wliirh. Flags, lias proved to Ik* one of the best 
sprinters of the year. He lias retidned tlie two- 
.vear-old Blue I.addie, wideli will carry Ids colors in 
later stakes. But Mr. Wldtney’s stable has been in 
liad liiek for tlie past two years, since tlie days of 
Regret, I’l'iiimiit and Wliisk Broom II. His only 
liandieap liorse of note at tlie present time is Bor- 
row, a ten-.veiir-old gelding, and Jolireu, which has 
won several stakes, liat was defeateil easily by both 
YVar Cloud and Ja<k Hare Jr. in the Bwyer Stakes, 
wideli indieati-s Ids future Is not so bright in tlie 
coming events. It may Ik*, liowever, tliat Joliren will 
come aroniid to his early form, when he sliowed 1 dm- 
self to Ik* the eipial, if not the suiK*rior of War 
Tlond. 

Lnek lias figured in the laimpaign of other stables 
during Hie pn*sent si'Hson, but in different form. 
As an instaiie**. Hie horses trained hy YVillinm 
Karriek can Is* cited. He has tlie wonderful fillies 
Elfin Qu«*<*n and Terentia, and the colt Sweep On 
in Ids barn. All Hin*e of them have proved tliem- 
si'lves eaiialile of liohling tlieir own in any kind of 
eomiMiiiy. Then tliere is the stable of Commander 
J. K. L. Ross, owner of Cudgel, iiiKinestionably Hie 
iK'st horse shown this year, and a half dozen others, 
ineluding I’riseilla Mullens, Damrosch and several of 
the elieaiKT variety which have more than paid tlieir 
expenses. 

So far tlie stalile of John Sanford has not b«*en 
prominent, tliongh it lioasts a string of more than 
twenty liorsi's. Mr. .Sanford won tlie Excelsior Han- 
dicap with (;<*orge Smith, but ids two-year-olds liave 
not nearly come up to expectations. The Sanford 
colors, liowi'vcr, may Ik* si*«*n to licttcr advantage 
later wlieii Tipnity Witeliet and some of his younger 
horses are started. 

Jack Hare Jr. has been the mainstay of the liorses 
lieloiiging to Col. W. E. Applegate. Tlie Maratlion 
eolt lias Iiad only one notalile reverai*. That was' iii 
tlie Bw.ver Stakes. It was proliably liieky for Jack 
Hare Jr. tliiiiigh tliat the Pr«*akuess was split and 
tliat I'app. Sail Rriar, I.anius and Lneullite went 
amiss. Tliat is wiiat turfmen call the luck of tlie 
siKirt and it must be admitted tliat their arguments 
are mon* or less convincing.

Kii(*oiirageiiient has run short of fiind.s, and in order 
to eoiitiiiiio carrying out Hie “test” meetings in- 
stituted since till* lK‘ginidng of the war, ns-eiitly 
sought to iHirrow 81*M).(l*M> from the Municipal Toun- 
eil of Paris. The proiaisal was rejected hy twenty- 
five votes to fourteen, eoiiseipieiitly tliere may in* 
little more “test” or otlier racing until aftc>r the 
war. \\ itii jiraeti<*ally no soun*i*s of ri'veniii*. it 
seems almost im|Hissili|e for tlie French racing 
ImhUcs to carry on, no matter how great their 
desire.
